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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . An examination of this application reveals that applicant is unfamiliar with patent 
prosecution procedure. While an inventor may prosecute the application, lack of skill in 
this field usually acts as a liability in affording the maximum protection for the invention 
disclosed.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

8. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

9. All claims are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. 



10. It is noted that there do not appear to be any claims that conform to current US 
practice in the present application. Based on the file wrapper history, it appears that 
Applicant has previously asserted that pages 1482-1484 of the present application 
constitute the claims. However, these pages contain nothing that resembles proper 
claims. Furthermore, the pages appear to describe a business plan or similar concept. 
Business plans are not statutory since they are merely abstract ideas, and are not a 
new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or any new 
and useful improvement thereof. 
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EXAMINER'S COMMENT 

1 1 . The present application does not appear to contain a proper disclosure or claims. 
Therefore, a reasonable search and examination may not be completed at this time. 
Applicant is advised that the specification must be rewritten in the proper format, and 
proper claims must be drafted. 

Applicant is reminded that care must be taken when drafting the claims to ensure 
that the claims comply with the requirements of 35 USC 112, both 1 st and 2 nd 
paragraphs. 

Furthermore, it is noted that Applicant has admitted that the present invention 

was first offered for sale within the United States (Washington) on January 7, 1998, in 

pages 774-775 of the present application fl|2 of page 774). It is noted that the 

provisional application to which the present application claims priority (60/1 15,343) was 

filed on January 6, 1999. Applicant is advised the disclosure of the prior-filed 

application, Application No. 60/1 15,343 must provide adequate support or enablement 

in the manner provided by the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12 for one or more claims of 

this application. If such support is not present, the claims will be subject to rejection 

under 35 USC 102(b), which recites: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

It should also be noted that rejections under this provision of 35 USC 102(b) are 
very serious rejections and will be very difficult to overcome. Great care must be taken 
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when drafting claims to ensure that support for them may be found in the prior-filed 
application 60/115,343. 

1 2. Once again, the Examiner strongly suggests that Applicant seek the assistance 
of a registered patent attorney or agent to prosecute the application. The current state 
of the application will make it very difficult for Applicant to receive patent protection 
without the aid of a skilled practitioner. A registered patent attorney or agent will be able 
to advise applicant on the best course of action to seek patent protection for Applicant's 
invention.
